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Stearns 
to leave

Wilmington Planning Director 
Janet Stearn has accepted a job with 
the state Department of Environ- 
mental Protection. Her last day of 
work will be Tuesday, January 26. 

Stearn said Monday she will be 
Program Manager of the Aquifer 
Land Aquisition Program, a state 
program offering grants to local 
communities to protect their 
aquifers. 

The uncertainty over next year's 
budget played a major factor in 
Stearn's decision to accept the new 
position. She explained her leaving 
has nothing to do with the change 
in administration, 

Stearn has been Wilmington's 
planning director for the last year. 
Prior to that she worked at a 
regional planning agency in the 
mid-west and for six years was a 
town planner in New York and 
Massachusetts, 

As Wilmington's planning direc- 
tor, some of her most successful 
work was in addressing traffic 
issues and large development pro- 
jects like Inwood Office Park. 
Stearn provided expertise to both 
the planning board and the 
affordable housing task force. She 
said because much of her work was 
of a long-term nature and results 
are not immediate, people were not 
convinced her position is neces- 
sary. Nothing, she emphasizes, 
could be further from the truth, 

"I certainly hope the town makes 
a commitment for the position. | 
think it's really needed,” she said. 
Stearn added with both herself and 
the former planning intern gone, 
someone will be needed to protect 
the town’s interest on projects like 
Shawsheen River Estates.

Finance committee members said 
Tuesday they will take their lead 
from Wilmington selectmen and 
school committeemen and delay 
making any decision about the 
FY'91 budget until hearing from 
those boards. The board of select- 
men is expected to discuss the issue 
when it meets next Monday. The 
school committee has been 
discussing the budget in executive 
session. 

Most fincom members said@ 
though they could be flexible, they 
still favored bringing in the same 
budget that was shot down by the 
annual town meeting. 

"We should stand fast on that 
budget we prepared,” said George 
Hooper, adding that he would be 
willing, though, to listen to "realis- 
tic" figures from the selectmen. 

Bill Hanlon noted that "a tremen- 
dous amount of thought went into 
arriving at those(fincom's budget) 
figures." 

The town is facing another town 
meeting thanks to the failure to 
bring in a budget within the 


confines of Prop 21/2 and the 
subsequent failure of the override. 
Fincom members debated their 
role in the continuing budget pro- 
cess and tried to determine how 
soon a meeting would be held. 
Chairman Neil Waisnor said, 
because of the need to advertise and 
hold a public hearing and review 
the entire budget, he didn't feel it 
would be held in July. He added if 
selectmen decide on a date after 
August, that could pose difficulties 
for the school department, which 
will already have teachers in place. 
Temporary Town Manager Mi- 
chael Caira refused to make any 
predictions only saying that he will 
discuss the matter with selectmen 
on Monday. Caira explained that to 
do the budget justice it should be 
looked at again more closely. He 
praised department heads for doing 
just that and said he would be 
taking several approaches, includ- 
ing making adjustments in line 
items that don't affect the bottom 
line. When asked if he would

Fiorenza has two issues 
on subdivision appeal

Though his attorney is planning 
to take the Wilmington Planning 
Board to court over a recent 
decision on his Andover Heights 
subdivision, local businessman Al 
Fiorenza said this week he prefers 
taking another route. 

"I'm going to try to resolve it 
with them. I hate courts. The best 
way to do this is to talk about it," 
Fiorenza said. He added going to 
court could delay the project for 
one or two years and be quite 
costly. 

Fiorenza and his lawyer, John 
Bradley of Bradley, Barry, and 
Tarlow, filed an appeal of the May 
15 planning board decision which 
gave conditional approval to his 
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proposed project. Bradley also 
wrote to selectmen telling them a 
gift in the amount of $200,000 plus 
interest wouldn't be released to the 
town. The money was contingent 
on rezoning of the property to 
R-20 and approval of the definitve 
subdivision plan. The town has 
already appropriated that money 
for the FY 1991 budget. 

Fiorenza said he had two major 
issues with the 13 conditions put on 
the board's approval. One con- 
cerned the two year time frame to 
build the 59 lot project. Even with 
the allotted extensions, said 
Fiorenza, it would be difficult to 
build such a large project in so 
short a time or get.a bank to agree 
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to a loan under that restriction, 

The time frame, he said, "puts us 
is a position (where) we can't build 
it anymore." He explained that 
under state statute, a developer is 
allowed eight years to build a 
subdivision. 

"I wanted to do it in stages. I want 
it to be real nice up there,” 
Fiorenza added. 

The second issue centers on a 
bond requirement. According to 
the owner, the planning board 
wants to hold onto 10 percent of 
the bond for 18 months. This, 
Fiorenza said, is “sort of 
ridiculous." He added "once they 
accept the road, it's accepted."

Committee divided 
on tuition issue

Members of the Wilmington 
School Committee were divided 
last Wednesday on a tuition issue 
that would allow teachers who live 
out of town to enroll their children 
in Wilmington schools at a 
"reasonable" cost. 

The committee's present policy, 
according to John DeMarco, was 
adapted in 1975 and allows mem- 
bers to charge 100 percent of the 
system's per pupil cost for each 
child outside the system. The 
current per pupil cost is $4600. 
DeMarco added the superintendent 
can reduce the cost in cases of 
hardship. 

According to Dr. Shirley Callan, 
chairman of the board, the 
committee is in violation of its own 
policy since in the past tuition was 
waived for out-of-town students. 


Since February, the board had 
received three requests to place 
children in the system. Supt. 
William Fay recommended out-of- 
town children presently in the 
system be grandfathered in at no 
cost and new students be charged 
one quarter of the per pupil cost, 
or approximately $1500. 

The board discussed several 
options. Phil Fenton favorett 
changing the policy to prevent any 
out of town children from 
enrolling in the system. He put the 
board on notice he would bring 
that change before the board at a 
later date. Bob Surran wished to 
take each case on an individual 
basis. He suggested the committee 
charge the equivalent of the 
average residential tax rate in town 
for each child. Both Andrea Paglia 


and Peggy Kane felt, because of the 
school's fiscal problems, students 
should not be grandfathered in. 
Others noted the present policy 
could pose a hardship on families 
wishing to enroll more than one 
child in the system, 

The board reviewed the requests 
of science teacher Richard Fardy 
and teachers Larry and Kimberly 
Maggio. They.did not act on a simi- 
lar request by Joseph Plassman, 
Committeemen voted to allow 
freshmen James and Lisa Fardy to 
remain in the system at an 
approximate cost of $3,200 or the 
equivalent of the average residen- 
tial tax rate in town, In a three to 
three vote, they turned down the 
request of the Maggios to allow 
their kindergarten-aged daughter 
to enroll in the system. 


Deli buyers hit delay

Two local men seeking to become 
the new owners of J's Deli on 
Middlesex Avenue encountered 
unexpected delay at Monday's 
meeting of the Wilmington Board 
of Health. 

Al Fiorenza Jr. and his brother 
Barry were told the licenses needed 
to run the retail store and deli as 
well as the catering business would 
be held up until health officials 
inspect the premises. Members 
couldn't predict when that would 


be since officials are under a court 
order to stay out of the store. The 
court-ordered injunction was the 
result of an action by present 
owners James and Joseph Fiorenza 
against the board. 

Barry Fiorenza told members the 
injunction doesn't prohibit the 
board from inspecting the store. 
Health Director Greg Erickson 
replied it wasn't the board's job but 
rather that of town counsel to 
interpret the order. He added the 
Owners’ attorney agreed to let him 
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on site but, so far, that permission 
hasn't been forthcoming 

Erickson said there were two 
other options: to call in a state 
inspector from the Division of 
Food and Drugs or have the pre- 
sent owners vacate the judge's 
order. When Erickson said town 
counsel is filing papers asking for 
direction from Superior Court, Al 
Fiorenza Sr. said town counsel 
should be able to give an opinion 
without going through court.

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Personal pollution -- it's your problem

Usually when we think of 
pollution, we visualize industrial 
smokestacks belching noxious 
smoke and soot into the air or an 
oil spill fouling a pristine beach. 
We are not part of the pollution 
problem; corporate polluters are 
the cause, Wrong!! We are all 
hazardous waste generators. How 
you and I use and dispose of 
household products can have a 
major impact on our environment. 

How do household toxins get into 
our water and air? A prime route is 
via individual leaching fields, 
which remove bacteria but are 
useless against toxic compounds. 
What we pour down the drain ends 
up in our aquifers. In addition, as 
much as we might not want to 
believe it, there are still people 
who dump paint or motor oil on 
the ground or into street catch 
basins. One quart of oil, for 
example, can contaminate one 
million gallons of drinking water. 

Unbeknown to most people, 
many consumer products contain 
toxins on the EPA Priority 
Pollutant List. They include 
solvents such as benzene, toluene, 
and trichloroethane. The primary 
sources being cleaning products 
and cosmetics. 

Some of the common drain 
cleaners are composed of 50 
percent trichloroethane, an organic 
contaminant that has put many 
wells out of service. Instead of 
using these commercial cleaners 
try this combination next time to 
unplug your sink drains: pour in 
1/4 cup of baking soda followed by 
1/2 cup of vinegar; when the 
fizzing stops, pour in a quart of 
boiling water. Used on a regular 
basis, this treatment will keep the 
drains free flowing. 


In addition to adverse effects on 
groundwater, household products 
can also contribute to indoor 
pollution Studies have shown that 
health threatening chemicals can be 
present in higher levels in the 
house than outdoors. For example, 
the next time you spray Scotch 
Guard on a fabric, you will be 
inhaling trichloroethane; (better 
keep those windows open). These 
airborne pollutants can cause eye, 
nose, and throat irritations and 
headaches.

If you read product labels, you 
will probably have a difficult time 
determining the contents or the 
descriptionamay be vague. For 
example, some dandruff shampoos 
list coal tar distillates as active 
ingredients, the basic components 
of which are benzene, toluene and 
phenols. That should give you a 
tingling sensation.

Dear Larz: 

I was very disappointed by the 
generalizations and conclusions 
contained in the letter in your 
newspaper recently from Worried 
Senior. Specifically, 

1. Worried senior apparently 
believes the Finance Committee 
upports an override of Proposi- 
tion 2 1/2 (which override vote 
will have taken place by the time 
this reply is published) and further 
states that the finance committee 
recommendations . . . "don't mean 
anything." In fact, the Finance 
Committee recommended a total 
budget which was far less in 
amount than the budget which ws 
eventually voted by Town Meeting. 
The Fincom recommended budget 
was one which we believed at the 
time, would have fallen within the 
Proposition 2 1/2 limitation and 
alleviated an override vote. Our 
budget recommended reduction in 
services, not because of perceived 
fat, but because, as a group, we 
thought a favorable override vote 
was unlikely. 

Town meeting presumably 
agreed with Worried Senior that 
our recommendations didn't mean 
anything, opted to vote additional 
services and dollars into the 
budget, and planned to go to the 
voters with an override request. 

2. Worried Senior characterizes 
finance committee members as 
"...political appointments, so they 
do what they're told." Worried 
Senior should have asked the 
former town manager and mem- 
bers of the Board of Selectmen 
before making that statement. In 
fact, being an appointed official 
provides a Fincom member with

the ability to take very unpopular 
positions since a member does not 
have to preserve votes. I believe 
this results in a long-term view 
toward problem resolution, rather 
than short-term, temporary fixes, 
For example, when the School 
Department was informed tht we 
were meeting to deduct $100,000 
from our recommended school 
budget, the Department was able to 
bring over 70 people to our 
meeting for the purpose of 
Pursuading us to keep the 
recommended budget intact. In 
spite of the persuasiveness of these 
numbers, the Fincom voted 
unanimously to reduce the budget 
$100,000. In addition, was 
Worried Senior at Town Meeting 
to witness our opposition to 
amendments made by Selectmen, 
School Committee members, and 
department heads? We could have 


saved ourselves much effort by 
doing what we were told. 

3. Finally, Worried Senior spe- 
cifically claims there is fat in the 
School, Fire and Police Depart- 
ments and says "...every depart- 
ment in town is fat at the top, but 
no one seems to do anything about 
it." 

Worried Senior and every 
resident in Wilmington has an 
opportunity to do something about 
it. Each year, the Finance 
Committee holds budget sessions 
with each department. These 
sessions are long and detailed (Ask 
a department head). They are open 
to the public and become the basis 
for our recommendations. We hold 
a separate public hearing to address 
the entire annual town meeting 
warrant. These sessions are the 
opportunities to address any fat. 

We are also easily reachable as 
individuals so that all responsible 
input can be heard. Even if one was 
to miss the budget review process, 
residents have a final opportunity 
to address departmental fat on 
town meeting floor. Those would 
appear to be ample opportunities to 
address Worried Senior's concerns 
-- not through a letter to the editor 
almost 45 days too late. 

In closing, I can understand the 
frustration of residents in deciding 
between additional taxes or 
services on June 12. However, I 
hope each person made their 
selection knowing there is a system 
that provides for public input into 
the budget process. I hope the 
decision is not based on 
frustrations presented by Worried 


Senior. Finally, | invite Worried 

Senior and all other residents to 
become a part of the process.

The truck exclusion issue 
concerning Salem Street and three 
other streets in Wilmington has 
finally been laid to rest. 

The town received its long- 
awaited permit from George 
Turner, Chief Engineer for the 
Department of Public Works, on 
June 6. The permit ratifies the 
town's truck exclusion for heavy 
commercial vehicles on portions 
of Salem Street, Ballardvale Street, 
Middlesex Avenue, and Glen Road. 
The permit aliows for the in- 
stallation of appropriate signs and 
enforcement of the regulations. 

Under the conditions of the 
permit, the town is allowed to 
exclude trucks over 10 tons from 
the four streets. The exclusion will 
be in effect 24 hours a day seven 
days a week. Turner stipulated that

The grounding of the USS Willboro

It was 56 years ago this summer. 
The incident is recalled because 
twice within a week there have 
been accidents in Buzzards Bay 
wherein fuel oil has become a 
culprit, being spread, more or less, 
over the waters of Buzzards Bay 
because of a maritime accident. 

In one case it was a passenger 
vessel, a cruise ship, flying the flag 
of Panama. In the other case it was 
a barge, carrying fuel oil. A barge, 
of course, is a vessel without means 
of self-propulsion, 

The incident to which the writer 
is referring was the grounding of 
the SS Willboro, on Gull Rock, at 
the eastern end of Long Island 
Sound in the summer of 1934, The 
Willboro had about 9000 tons of 
lumber on board. Over a thousand 
tons had already been off-loaded in 
Philadelphia. 

The lumber was being carried to 

New London and Bridgeport, in 
Connecticut, and to Albany, 150 
miles up the Hudson River, in New 
York. 

Gull Rock, where the grounding 
occurred, is on the northerly side 
of the eastern entrance to Long 
Island Sound, some 26 miles 
southerly from New London. The 
writer has forgotten the name of 
the rock which was south and west 
of Gull Rock, a mile or two away. 
Vessels going in or out of Long 
Island Sound would navigate by the 
lighthouse on Gull Rock. 

There was a coastal pilot on 
board, who had embarked at Phila- 
delphia. The writer, then a Second 
Mate, was on watch. The accident 
occurred at 7:36 a.m. 

Gull Rock Lighthouse had a tyfon 
(whistle) for a fog signal. The 


Willboro was being steered by the 
sound of that tyfon. The idea, of 
course, was to pass southerly of the 
rock, about half a mile away. 

Until a few seconds before the 
grounding the sound of that tyfon 
had been "broad on the starboard 
bow." In other words the ship was 
free and clear of danger. Then the 
lighthouse appeared, suddenly, 
dead ahead. It was impossible to 
stop the ship, or to steer off. 

The Willboro, because of the 
discharge of cargo in Philadelphia 
was drawing only seven feet 
forward, and 27 feet aft. That 
phraseology refers to the depth in 
the water which the ship occupied. 
When the ship hit the rock it just 
slid up. The bow was only about 30 
feet from the lighthouse when the 
ship stopped. 

About quarter of eight the 
lighthouse keeper came oul, to 
walk around and take his morning 
constitutional. His fists were tucked 
down inside his belt. Suddenly he 
stopped, and rubbed his eyes, with 
both fists. The writer has never 
since seen a person who was more 
surprised. 

An airplane with a photographer 
was flown from New York. Next 
morning there were pictures on the 


front page of the Daily News. 

Longshoremen were sent out 
from New London and about 1000 
tons of lumber were discharged 
(taken off), so that the Willboro 
floated free. The Willboro went in 
to New London and off-loaded the 
cargo for that port. 

It went to Bridgeport, and off- 
loaded more lumber, and then to 
Albany, New York, where the last 
cargo was discharged. 


The Willboro, during this time, 
literally, was “floating on her 
tanktops." The bottom of the ship 
had a long series of tanks, all for 
the carriage of fuel oil. The bottom 
of those tanks had been ruptured, 
but that didn't mean the ship was in 
danger, because the tops of those 
tanks were undamaged. 

Was there fuel oil to be seen? 

Yes, a little bit, a thin shern, from 
behind the ship, as she steamed 
through Long Island Sound, New 
York Harbor and up the Hudson 
River. It was hardly noticeable. 

The Willboro then went to New 
York, and to a floating drydock in 
Brooklyn, All the fuel oil was 
pumped out, before she entered 
that drydock. There the Willboro 
was lifted out of the water, and the 
job of replacing ruptured steel 
plates was undertaken, 

Even if all the fuel oil had been 
pumped out, there was some left. 
New York Harbor soon was a big 
black smudge, as the fuel oil spread 
over it. A few days later some 
official located the source of the 
fuel oil, and the Willbdro was fined 
a few hundred dollars. 

That fine was later rescinded, 
when it was shown that the Will- 
boro had taken every possible care, 
in entering that dry dock. As the 
ship was being lifted out of the 
water there were several vessels 
nearby, engaged in "skimming" the 
fuel oil. It was just impossible to 
getitall. 

The second mate had a friend 
who was an officer on a ship which 
arrived at New York a day or two 
later, from Panama. He said he 
could see fuel oil at Barnegat, 
about 39 miles south of New York. 

In other words, there must have

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been a lot of that black oily 
substance. 

A few months later the name of 
the ship. was changed. The writer 
took home one of her nameboards. 
It was damaged but not destroyed 
in the fire two years ago at the old 
North Wilmington Depot. 

The ship was lost, torpedoed by a 
German submarine, off south 
Africa during the war. That 
nameboard is probably the only 
relic of that particular vessel. 


Judge dismisses 
discrimination 
case against 
selectmen

A long-standing case against the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
has been dismissed by Superior 
Court Judge James McHugh. Mc- 
Hugh found early this month that a 
suit brought against the board by 
Wilmington resident Terry Mc- 
Kenna was without merit. He 
ordered that McKenna's motion 
for summary judgment be denied. 

In January 1988, McKenna 
applied for a full time position as 
firefighter with the Wilmington 
Fire Department. A subsequent 
physical exam revealed that Mc- 
Kenna had a lower back condition 
which the doctor said could be 
aggravated by heavy labor. 
Though McKenna's name was 
removed from the eligibility list as 
a result, the Civil Service Com- 
mission ordered it back on when 
members concluded McKenna was 
fit to perform the work of a 
firefighter. McKenna then charged 
that the board of selectmen unlaw- 
fully discriminated against him for 
a "perceived" handicap. 

Selectmen maintained that the 
court had no jurisdiction over 
McKenna's claim because he failed 
to file a complaint within six 
months of the alleged discrimi- 
nation. They also said because the 
town manager is the appointing 
authority, McKenna had sued the 
wrong party.

Backyard gardenin 


by Hugh Wiberg 

A couple of weeks ago I 
Suggested that we hold off 
mulching our gardens until the soil 
had thoroughly warmed. At long 
last the seemingly endless stretches 
of cool and damp weather appear 
to be behind us. The soil has 
reached optimum warmth and we 
should now be conserving water 
and holding down weed growth 
with two or three inches of organic 
mulch around all of our plants. 

I like grass clippings in my 
garden. If you do not have 
sufficient lawn to harvest enough 
clippings for mulch use, be on the 
watch when your non gardening 
neighbors are mowing. In most 
cases they will be happy to have 
you cart off their grass to the 
benefit of your garden. A well 
mulched garden will require up to 
50 percent less watering during the 
summer. 

We've all watched actor James 
Whittmore demonstrating Sterns 
No Clog feeder on television. 
(using Miracle Gro, of course.) As 
a lawn feeder this tool is second to 
none for applying fertilizer in a 
quick and convenient manner.

garden tool however, the No Clog 
feeder can do more harm than 
good if not handled carefully. Here 
is the problem; grass is a heavy 
feeding plant, and one can apply 
Miracle Grow (or any of the other 
water soluble fertilizers) for 
several minutes to the same area 
without risk of over feeding. If we 
were to use a water dispersed 
fertilizer in our vegetable gardens 
at this same rate, we would bum 
out the tender root systems of the 
young plants. If you are using a 
Sterns No Clog feeder in your 
garden, don't allow the spray to 
land on any one area for more than 
30 to 45 seconds. Miracle Gro is an 
instant booster for the plants, but 
its benefits will last anly two weeks 
and then it is time to reapply. It 
should be noted that older well 
established gardens high in 
decaying organic matter (manures, 
rotted leaves, compost and so on) 
require far less fertilizing during 
the season than do new gardens. I 
have friends who go from the 
beginning to the end of the summer 
without adding any commercial 
plant foods to their gardens, and 
they always wind up with bumper 
crops. But these are the exceptions; 
most gardens benefit noticeably 
with light feedings every two to 
three weeks right through 
September. As with most things in 
life, moderation is the key to 
success, 

This weekend and the weekend 
after are the very best times for 
planting beans (green, wax, pole, 
and lima) and cucumbers. If you 
planted cuke seeds in May and they 
haven't done much it is because the 
soil was still too cool. Replant and 
watch them take off! 

We are into a dry spell now; 
occasional light showers do not put 
water down much below two 
inches. Deep soak the garden once 
a week, using an empty tin can to 
measure the amount. An inch to an 
inch and a half is enough, weekly, 
assuming you are mulching your 
garden, 

It is not too early to begin 
inspecting your tomato plants for 
early signs of disease. You will 
recall that a couple of weeks ago, in 
Step 1, we treated the soil with a 
fungicide to eliminate over winter- 
ing disease spores. Next week we 
will proceed to Step 2 in our 
efforts to keep our tomato plants 
disease free this summer.

College credits available 
to vocational students 


Students at Shawsheen Tech can 
now receive college credit for 
courses completed in high school. 
Through what is called an 
articulation agreement with 
Northern Essex Community 
College in Haverhill, Tech 
graduates can receive credits 
toward a degree at Northern Essex 
for courses they took in high 
school and get advanced placement 
when they begin college. Specific 
Classes at Shawsheen in electronics, 
math, physics, machine tech- 
nology, business technology, data 
processing, drafting and graphic 
arts are included in the agreements. 

The increase in the number of 
Shawsheen students pursuing 
further education has been one of 
the factors leading to Shawsheen's 
interest in such agreements, noted 
John F. McDermott, assistant 
superintendent for community 
services, 

"More of our students have been 
going on to further education,” 
said McDermott. "We have found 
that in some programs, the training 
they have received at Shawsheen 
has already given them the 
information typically found in 
introductory classes in college." 

Helen Goransson, articulation 
coordinator at Northern Essex, 
said two types of agreements have 
been negotiatedone for Tech 
students who receive an A or B 
grade in the approved class and 


obtained the recommendation of 
the department. These students 
receive "straight credit" for work 
completed in high school, are 
exempt from some introductory 
classes, and receive advanced 
placement at Northern Essex, 

With other courses, students 
received conditional credit. They 
enroll in the higher level course at 
Northern Essex. If they receive a 
grade of C or better, they can get 
credit for both the introductory 
and the course they just completed. 
"This is a two-for-one option," 
Goransson noted. Shawsheen's 
articulation agreement offers the 
conditional credit option in math, 
science, and graphic arts, and both 
in all the other courses. The 
agreements apply to students 
starting at Northern Essex this 
September. 

McDermott expects the program 
to expand, as early as next year. 
"Once our students matriculate 
and demonstrate their 
competencies. We hope to expand 
the scope of articulation 
agreements to include more 
courses,” he said. Another possible 
expansion is into the hands-on adult 
training programs Shawsheen Tech 
offers, McDermott said, where 
students may go on to take the 
theory portion of such programs at 
Northern Essex.

Shame on me. 

This one came across my desk, but

~~ Well, now it’s law. 

On Flag Day, June 14, Governor 
Mike Dukakis signed into law a new 

© statute which establishes a wildlands 
acquisition account. 

“© That means the state will begin to 
buy up all the open space possible, to 
commence next year at the earliest. 

The Division of Fisheries & Wild- 
life now holds some 60,000 acres of 
land in the state, including the 50 
wildlife management areas scattered 
across the Bay State. 

Ah, you ask ... but where will this 
cash-poor Commonwealth get the 
money to buy up land? 

A righteous question. 

Under terms of the new law, a $5 
wildlands conservation stamp will 
be required if you plan to hunt, fish 
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Outdoors column 7 : 
- New stamp will add $5 to next year's license 


or trap in Massachusetts, Stamp sales 
are expected to raise 2 or 3 million 
dollars annually. 

Now, that may sound like another 
money grabbing measure courtesy 
of the bottomless Black Hole of state 
government, but it isn't. The idea of 
a “user” stamp for hunting and fish- 
ing came from none other than the 
Massachusetts Sportsmen's Council, 
by Tom Berube of Barre. 


Keep in mind that the current land 
was purchased through a $1 add-on 
to hunting and fishing licenses that 
was started in the mid-1960s. And 
keep in mind also that the Governor 
hasn't raised the cost of hunting or 
fishing licenses in years. (Don't let 
him know, PLEASE!) Our hunting 
and fishing license are just about the 
only licenses in the state that haven't 
gone up in recent months, so we're 
getting a deal. Compared to other 


states, Massachusetts sporting is still 
a bargain. 

Keep in mind also that the Pitman - 
Robertson Act placed taxes on all 
our fishing and hunting equipment, 
and that's been working very well, 
and the Dingell-Johnson amendment 
just added to the process. Sportsfolk 
have voluntarily taxes themselves to 
benefit wildlife since the 1930s, and 
that can't be said of everybody who 
makes noise about the environment. 
We're the ones who pay the most. 

The Division has been hoping for 
something like this to come along, as 
they've identified and secured-some 
15,000 acres already, but the money 
to buy it hasn't been available. Also, 
from 1981 to 1986 -- the real "bang" 
of the real estate boom -- we were 
losing more than 30,000 acres a year 
to the bulldozers. This new fund is 
right on time for outdoors types. 

And rest assured, the money will 


be placed in an account within the

Holly is twice the victim of 
crime, on both occasions com- 
mitted in her own home. We won't 
be using her last name here because 
she still fears the perpetrators who 
were led by none other than her 
own son, 

She and her family live in a 
neighborhood in a nearby town 
which is corsidered somewhat 
"exclusive", There are a number of 
opportunities available for kids 
that their counterparts in other 
communities do not share. 

Holly now believes those oppor- 
tunities have made little difference 
in their development. 

They're calling this crime "trash- 
ing", and it's the newest mania for 
a generation obsessed with the 
lewdness of Madonna while 
digesting the hateful, "comic" 
routine of Andrew Dice Clay. 

The object is very simple. Some- 
how word travels through the teen 
circuit that Kid A is home alone 
with parents well out of sight on 
vacation or business. Kids B 
through Z and a wholejot more 
will then converge on the home and 
"wash" it. = 

Holly says trashing is an approp- 
riate description for a very 
inappropriate, criminal act. While 
she was out of town one year ago 
this week her son had invited some 
friends over. Unfortunately, the 
boy's "friends" spread the word 
like wildfire that there was a house 
where the only supervision was 
another teenager. 

About one-hundred kids con- 
verged on Holly's home, complete 
with plenty of stimulus in the form 
of alcohol, which Holly describes 
as “the new drug of choice for 
kids". The subsequent rampage left 
more damage than Holly could 
calculate without the help of an 
insurance adjuster. It included 
everything from broken glass to 
defecations made in the bathtubs. 

Completely senseless destruction, 
or what the kids in school now call 
trashing. 

"I've known these kids since they 
were knee high to a grasshopper", 
said Holly, who still finds it hard to 
believe that her son and people 
from her own neighborhood could 
destroy her home. 

But unfortunately for Holly, the 
incident repeated itself last Oc- 
tober. While she was at a 
convention in New Orleans, word 
spread again, via the same 


Memorial.

Just ask Holly's neighbor down 
the street. She was too upset to talk 
to us, but last week hers was the 
most recent house to be "trashed". 
Every single window in that home 
was broken, cigarettes were used to 
burn holes in the oriental carpet 
which was once the pride of the 
livingroom decorum, and every 
assware was shattered, 
apparently without a second 
thought 
Holly says that this family has

"It's like your own kid becomes 
an enemy overnight, but you can't 
hate you own son", said Holly, who 
found it difficult to believe that 
once again, in this most recent 
"trashing" episode, no charges 
were levied against the kids 
involved, 

Holly views "trashing" as an 
episode which kids somehow find 
entertaining. "It's some sort of 
Peer pressure, and they seem to get 
a high from destroying", said 
Holly, who believes the ultimate 
responsibility is hers and other 
parents who need to improve the 
control they have over their own 
children, 

One local educator recognized 
that "trashing" is an epidemic 
problem and an example of how 
“out of control" things have 
become. "Kids do it because they 
think its fun and the don't consider 
the consequences of their‘actions", 
said the school official. 

Two weeks ago a "trashing" 
incident ended in the ultimate 
tragedy. In Tyngsboro a girl had a 
payy at her parents home which 
began peacefully enough. The 
young hostess was herself an

high-school athlete. But the party 
quickly degenerated and the 
interior of her parents’ home was 
literally in pieces by night's end, 

Comprehending what had hap-

A regular item on the 
menu is a Monte Christo sandwich, 
heaping full of turkey, ham and 
cheese on grilled toast. The meal 
also includes french fries and a 
fresh homemade cole slaw that 
could be the best around. 


You might also want to try 
Owen's original creation, the 
Rocky Mountain Burger. He 
describes it as a six-ounce ham- 
burger, ham, cheese, a fried egg 
and french fries. 

Owen said that all of his foods 
are prepared by himself and helper 
James Smith. “Nothing comes out 
of a can.” 

This befits a person who got his 
start in a hometown bakery in 
Belmont. However, that training 
was added to “by the CIA,” what 
Owen calls New York’s’Culinary 
Institute of America. After that 
education he came back to Boston 
and started working at the Cottage 
Crest in Waltham and moved up to 
the Parker House and eventually 
became a Sous Chef at the Bay 
Tower Room in Boston. 

He went from there to open 
Ferdinand’s and the Atrium in 
Harvard Square. After those experi- 
& ences, he and Ranu decided it was 
time to start their own place. 

Owen said that they found the 
diner and bought it expecting to run 
it for a couple of years and then 
Open a gourmet restaurant, 

What he has found out since 
owning the place is that he has 
bought into an institution. “This 
place probably belongs in the

Smithsonian, or the (Larz 
Anderson) Transportation Museum 
in Brookline,” Owen said. 

He describes the diner as “prob- 
ably the oldest restaurant in 
Wobum, still in operation.” 

The diner was built by the 
Worcestor Dining Car Company in 
1948 and was designed for the site. 
It was originally called Jack's 
Diner and that owner had the place 
until 1969. Several other owners 
had the place before the Abdalians 
bought it. When it was originally 
built the location was the main 
North/South route between Med- 
ford and Lowell. 

It-has a unique exterior of blue 
and stainless steel strips. Inside the 
diner is all stainless steel walls 
behind the counter, On the cus- 
tomer side the tile floor and walls 
are highlighted by wood wim close 
to the ceiling and four wood and 
leather booths. 


“T tried not to change anything,” 
Owen said. He pointed to some 
faded points along the Formica 
counter and said ‘It took 40 years 
to make those elbow marks.” 


Although he likes to cook 
gourmet foods, not nouvelle cui- 
sine, Owen said it was tough to 
gain acceptance of the new menu 
when he took the place over.

How to get your day 
in small claims court 


What should you do when the 
brand new television set you've 
just bought doesn't work, when 
the drycleaner ruins your best silk 
blouse and refuses to pay for it or 
when the landlord still hasn't paid 
back your security deposit? 

Before you take legal action, 
you should try to resolve your dis- 
pute through personal negotiation 
or with the help of a local con- 
sumer program. The local pro- 
grams educate consumers about 
their rights and resolve disputes 
outside of the courtroom. When 
these attempts at resolution don't

work, your best bet may be to sue 
for your losses in small claims 
court. 

Small claims court is an inex- 
pensive forum designed to effi- 
ciently settle disputes of $1,500 or 
less. Exceptions to this limit are 
made for property damage caused 
by a car and cases where you can 
receive double or triple damages. 
You don't need an attorney in 
small claims court, but you may 
hire one if you wish. However, 
participation by attorneys may be 
limited by the judge in order to 
keep the trial simple and informal. 
Until recently, you could only 
receive an award of moncy from a 
judge in small claims court. A 
short while ago, a judge ruled that 
a judge can order non-monetary, 
or equitable relief, as well. That 
is, besides reimbursement of your 
money, a judge can order some- 
one to replace the defective TV, 
repair the garage door, or perform 
any other service that helps to 
remedy your problem. 

HOW TO BEGIN. You have 
the option of filing your suit in the 
district court where either (1) you 
live or where the party you are 
suing (2) lives, (3) works, or (4) 
has its place of business. A tenant 
suing a landlord should sue in the 
district where the property is 
located. You should call or visit 
the clerk in the appropriate district 
court to discuss the filing of your 
suit. 

A suit is formally begun by 
filling out the Statement of Claim 
and Notice form and paying a fil- 
ing fee. The fee ranges from $14 
to $19 according to the amount of 
your claim. You can pick up the 
necessary forms personally or 
five them mailed to you. As the 
party bringing the suit, you are the 
plaintiff; the party you are suing is 
the defendant. The clerk of the 
court, not the plaintiff, is responsi- 
ble for notifying the defendant of 
the suit. 

It is very important that you 
know the exact legal name of the 
defendant. If you are suing a cor- 
poration, you can get the legal 
name from the Corporate Records 
Division of the Secretary of 
State's Office at (617) 727-2470. 
If you are suing a business that is 
nol a corporation, you should give 
the name of the owner which can 
be obtained from the Town 
Clerk's office where the business 
is located. You can expect to get a 
hearing on your case approxi- 
mately six wecks after you file.

Gremlins 2 
Short takes 


Gremlins 2 The New Batch 
Starring Phoebe Cates, Zack 
Galligan, John Glover. Directed 
by Joe Dante. Produced by 
Michael Finnell, Written by 
Charlie Haas, Rated PG-13. 

It isn't often a sequel is better 
than the original. Therefore, it's a 
pleasant surprise to discover that 
this "Gremlins" learned from the 
mistakes in the 1984 original. 
Everything that didn't work in that 
flick is gone. Humor and imagina- 
tion can be found in its stead. 

Gremlins, you may recall, are 
cute, furry little creatures who 
become the spawn of satan if they 
get wet, or are fed after midnight. 
You must also keep them out of 
bright light. Obey those rules, and 
you have a loving, intelligent ani- 
mal-like pet on your hands. Break 
the rules and you've opened 
Pandora's box. 

Naturally, the fun starts when 
someone breaks the rules, albeit 
inadvertently. 

This time around, though, the 
victims aren't the hapless inhabi- 
tants of sleepy Kingston Falls. 
No, Phoebe Cates and Zack 
Galligan, the protagonists of the 
last movie, have moved to the Big 
Apple, where they have crummy 
jobs at the Clamp Corporation 
Trump, oops, Clamp, whose cor- 
porate symbol ‘s a vice squeezing 
the world, is 2 power-hungry, ego- 
maniacal real estate developer 
played with great relish by John 
Glover. 

Director Joe Dante and writer 
Charlie Haas combined both visu- 
al and verbal humor very success- 
fully. The original film was a psy- 
chotic blend of comedy and hor- 
ror that just didn't mesh, It wasn't 
much fun watching nice people in 
a small town be destroyed by 
gremlins, not when you weren't 
sure if you were watching a come- 
dy or a fright flick. 


This time around the lines are 
clearly drawn. The real victim is 
the silly building housing the 
Clamp Corporation. And the man- 
ner in which the little beasties 
“destroy it is hysterical. Nothing is 
ysacred as these buggers send up 
“Julia Child, Batman, talk show 
hosts and old movies. They sing, 
they dance, they destroy. We 
laugh, 

Dante makes great use of the 
visuals, there's as much bright 
color here as in any cartoon. 
Fleshing out the human cast is 
Christopher Lee as a genet - 
entist whose laboratory of weird- 
ness is taken over by the gremlins, 
much to his horror. Another added 
surprise is off-beat director Paul 
Bartel in a cameo “appearance as a 
theatre manager much annoyed by

Is it similar to a Nursing 
Home? 

Not at all, New Horizons is 
definitely not a nursing home, nor 
is it for anyone needing extensive, 
ongoing medical care. Rather, it is 
a residential community designed 
for middle income older adults 
who might enjoy the company 
and companionship of their peers, 
with the freedom to come and go 
in a secure, modern maintenance- 
free facility. 

What sort of care will be 
available? 

Competent, trained staff will be 
on duty 24 hours per day to pro- 
vide safety and, of course, to han- 
dle any emergency situations. 
Residents will have easy access to 
the Walk In Center, and other 
health organizations that will be 
located in other parts of the build 
ing. Again, however, it must be 
emphasized that New Horizons 
itself is a residence and not a 
medical facility. 


What are the costs? 

New Horizons is a non profit 
organization, it is not dependent 
upon public assistance of any 
kind, and the fee structure has 
been carefully planned simply to 
pay the bills, and nothing more.
